“It is no exaggeration when I 
tell you that you are to forget ev­ 
erything you ever knew' about se­ 
lective service and 
start anew*.

Labor gains not 
to be scrapped 
in present crisis 


Even though labor is becoming 
increasingly scarce in many occu­ 
pations, there will lie no blanket 
suspension of either the Illinois 
Women’s Eight Hour Law or the 
One-Dav-Rest-in-Seven Law, State 
Director of Labor Francis B. Mur­ 
phy said today. 
“Governor Green is anxious that 
Illinois use its productive capaci­ 
ties to the utmost in bringing vic­ 
tory to our nation,” said Director 
Murphy, “but he does not want 
to sacrifice needlessly the social 
gains made by labor 
and 
far­ 
sighted business leaders.” 
Director Murphy said that the 
State 8-hour-a-day law and -the 
six-dav week law may be modified 
in individual cases 
where 
such 
modification is essential to 
-war 
production. 
Each exemption will 
be made in such a manner, he as­ 
serted, as to 
fully protect the 
ghts of workers. 
“We are going to make sure,” 
Director Murphy stated, “that chi­ 
selers do not take advantage of 
the war situation to nullify* the 
ights of Illinois workers.** 
To get exemption from either 
the Women’s Eight Hour Law or 
the 
One-Day-Rest-in-Seven 
Law, 
an employer must meet the follow­ 
ing conditions: 
1. The employer must be exclus­ 
ively or almost exclusively engag­ 
ed in defense production. 
Accept­ 
able proof of this will be a certi­ 
ficate from the Army, the Navy, 
or the OPM stating that a sub­ 
stantial majority of the equipment 
and workers of the firm are en­ 
gaged in war production. 
2. The employer must prove af­ 
firmatively that there is a short­ 
age of workers in the occupation 
or class for which he is requesting 
an exemption. 
In this connection 
ie must show that a shortage is 
not being created artifieallv 
by 
discrimination against older Work­ 
ers, or other workers because of 
color, race or creed. 
3. 
Th£ employer must request 
specific exemptions on the letter- 
icad of the company. The request 
must be signed by the president of 
the company or the executive vice 
president. 
In the case of a sole 
proprietorship it must be signed 
by 
the 
owner.

should be sent to Director of Labor

B.

The employer must agree to 
pay time and a half and/or double 
lime for ali overtime in excess of 
the legal number of hours. 
5. The employer must file period­ 
ic reports with the Director of Lab­ 
or shoving the hours worked and 
the percentage of his total plant or 
departmental production for 
war 
purposes. The employer also must 
agree to periodical inspections by 
the Department of Labor to check 
his reports on whether or not he 
is still engaged principally in war 
production.

August Qeweke urges gardeners 
to help government in crisis; 
speaks at 40th annual meet 
O b i t u a r i e s 


of the Cook County 
I ruck Gardeners and Farmers As­ 
sociation assembled at the Masonic 
hah in Jefferson Park, Saturday 
afternoon, for the fortieth annual 
meeting of that organization. Mr. 
August Geweke presided and called 
the meeting to order. 
Annual reports of the secretary 
21* i. trueasui;er 
were 
submitted 
which showed an increase in mem* 
bership and in the financial status 
OI the association. 
Mr. Geweke's annual report was 
a brief summary of the past fortv 
years of the life of the organize** 
£n' fie tcdd 
inception jus! 
atter the turn of the century whex 
problems of the farmers and the 
farming industry became so im­ 
portant that an organization was 
considered necessary and the Truck 
Gardeners association was incor­ 
porated. Its membership was con­ 
fined to Cook county for many 
years, but today its members also 
c?nle /rom the adjoining counties 
of Lake and DuPage. 


At various times in years past 
farmers were faced with unjust li­ 
censing 
and 
taxing 
problems, 
these cases were all promptly de­ 
fended by the association. The 
problems of marketing produce 
have ever been and still remain 
one of the biggest 
items with 
which the farmers in the Chicago- i 
land area must cope. Mr. Geweke 
cited a fewr particular instances of 


marketing difficulties which had 
been successfully ironed out. 
Other topics he touched on in 
his report were the transportation 
problem and the building of hard 
roads; the child labor law and its 
connection with the farming in­ 
dustry; the litigation involving the 
disconnecting of farm lands from 
neighboring villages and the part 
the association had played in in­ 
stituting extension work in this 
country. 
In conclusion, Mr. Geweke stated 
that the general procedure of mak­ 
ing recommendations and definite 
plans for the future must tempor­ 
arily be dispensed with, for it has 
now become the duty of every 
farmer and citizen of the United 
States to use their ways and means 
to get behind and assist their gov­ 
ernment in the successful operation 
of the present crisis. 


Other speakers were Professor 
Walter A. Huelson, chief in vege­ 
table gardening at the University 
of Illinois. His talk followed lines 
of general interest to the farming 
and truck gardening industry and 
reported on work done at the* Cook 
County Experiment Station west 
of Des Plaines. 


Mr. A. B. Farlinger, represent­ 
ing the United States Department 
of Agriculture, spoke on the price 
reporting service on the markets. 
He told how’ the prices were gath-

Much more farm 
work needed to 
meet 1942 goals 


F or Illinois to produce her 1942 
snare of f ood-for-freedom '-/could 
inquire the work of 17,000 ex tra 
men fo r a year, the addition of a 
m onth of labor fo r each farm in 
Illinois, or a com parable increase 
in the am ount of work 
done by! 
each farm worker.

F ortunately fo r the defense of 
the country, farm ers a re now bet­ 
te r equipped w ith labor-saving m a­ 
chinery th an ever before to meet 
the em ergency, according to P. E. 
Johnston, 
agricultural 
economist 
of the U niversity of Illinois Col­ 
lege of A griculture, who has ju st 
com pleted a review of Illinois' pro­ 
duction goals and farm ers* inten­ 
tions for 1942. 
These figures reveal th at Illinois 
farm ers intend to 
increase the 
production 
of 
foods-for-f reedom 
considerably beyond the goals re­ 
quested by the Secretary of A gri­ 
culture for 1942. 
Production of 
eggs will be increased 23 per cent, 
m ilk 31.9 per cent, hogs for m ar­ 
ket 27.8 per cent, beef cattle and 
calves fo r m ark et 8.5 
per cent, 
soybeans 39.9 per cent and farm 
gardens 2.5 per cent. All of these 
increases are in excess of the re­ 
quested goals, except beef cattle 
and home gardens. 
Some difficulty m ay be experi­ 
enced in attain in g the goals, since 
the increased production will re­ 
quire iarge inputs of both feed 
and labor, Johnston believes. He 
estim ates th a t the added produc­ 
tion will require a feed input of 
40 million bushels of corn, 104,000 
tons of protein 
supplem ent and 
303,000 tons of hay. 
The added 
corn input would be equal to IO 
per cent of. the 1941 Illinois pro­ 
duction. 
F arm account records indicate 
th a t farm ers have not been p u t­ 
tin g in as m any hours a t farm 
w ork in recent y ears as they did 
before the introduction of general-! 
purpose 
tractors, 
combines 
and 
two-row corn pickers. If farm ers 
w ork on the average 
as m any 
hours as they did in 1932 they 
can increase th eir labor input 25 
per cent fo r each worker, which 
will be more than enough to get 
the added production if as m any 
w orkers are available in 1942 as in 
1941. 
U nfortunately, 
the 
labor 
supply will not be uniform ly dis­ 
tributed and there will be acute 
labor shortages in some areas. 
Illinois farm ers will find it both 
patriotic and profitable to get the 
m aximum production 
from their 
labor and equipm ent in 1942. for 
farm prices will be more favor­ 
able than for any recent period, 


Because of 
the 
tendency 
for 
specialists to bi* unduly influenced 
by and to overem phasize 
some 
special feature of the economic sit- 
j uation which he feels is being neg- 
1 leeted, it is quite worth while to 
use every opportunity 
to learn, 
either 
through 
the 
printed 
or 
spoken word, the best judgm ent of 
his colleagues. 
During the past 
week, economists and agricultural 
economists 
from 
all 
over 
the 
United States assem bled in New 
York City. 
M ajor em phasis was 
placed upon the effects of the w ar 
upon our economy and possible or 
probable post-w ar developments. 


The general concensus of opinion 
is th at the w ar would last from 
two to five years, and th at the n a­ 
tional debt would probably reach 
129 billion dollars. 
That figure 
would seem to agree fairly well 
w ith 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
su g ­ 
gestion th at it would take about 
one-half of our national income of 
IOO billion dollars next year for 
w ar purposes. A nother newspaper 
report suggested defense expendi­ 
tures o f one billion dollars a week 
for the duration of the w ar. 
A g reat deal of attention was 


and other problems 
th at would 
have to be faced afte r the war, in 
order to service the public debt, 
and a t the same tim e provide food 
for the needy and satisfactory in­ 
comes to farm ers, 
laborers and 
other w orkers. So long as the gov­ 
ernm ent can increase its debt, it 
is possible, of course, to provide 
a tem porary prosperity, or at least 
avoid serious depression. W ith the 
necessity to spend enorm ous sums 
for w ar purposes and the 
likeli­ 
hood th at the federal debt will 
be doubled or tripled, one wonders 
to w hat extent governm ent spend­ 
ing can be continued 
a fte r the 
w ar in order to prevent post-w ar 
depressions. 
It is not at all un­ 
likely th at a more 
conservative 
governm ent m ight bt* elected, and 
th at em phasis m ight be placed up­ 
on debt reduction after the w ar. 
At any rate a conservative a tti­ 
tude with respect to fu rth er per­ 
sonal indebedness would seem to 
be a good policy for Illinois farm ­ 
ers to follow in 1942.
